He says he had the pleasure of being 
present at the Indiana Deaf Mute Re- 
union last August, on his return from 
a Visit to his Cathei and brothers in 
Ihe most northern part of that slate. 

Daring his sojourn with there, one 
of his brothers had bis horse killed by 
lightning, while lie was sending his 
son for his daughter to come and see 
her mute uncle. The accident, occur 
red half-way, when the boy had to 
borrow another horse lo return home, 
instead of going any farther. Being 
informed of his misfortune, his father 
went, removed his dead horse into a 
wood, and brought his buggy home. 

The event deprived Mr. (ioodwin of 

the pleasure of meet ing her. Al the 
reunion, Mr. (Ioodwin mot Mrs. Mar 
tin Hanson, whose husband was a 
teacher in this school under the sup- 
erintendency of dames S. Brown. 
After a residence of about two years, 
Mr. and Mrs. Hanson were seized with 
er. the former dying, 
and ihe latter recovering. She knew 
nothing of his death until her re- 
covery. He is still buried near this 
eilv. ' She expressed her desire to 
\ isit this lnsUliition once more. 

Mr. (Ioodwin and a pany of 'en or 
twelve mules look a private convey-

He was so much like Super- 
intendent W. D. Clarke, thai he was 
taken for ihe latter while he was on a 
lo the North Carolina Institution 
al Raleigh, They are both gone. 

Mr. (ioodwin called on old Mr. Wil 
lard at his house, and had pleasant 
conversations With him. Mr. \\ . has 
lo remain in a very dark room on ac- 
count of one of his eyes being sore. 
His age is 79. 

You will remember that after the 
war. this Institution was fumed over 
to the authorities of a state military 
school and removed to a rented build- 
here it is now standing, but it

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Prof. Fox's Lecture. 
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(From tmr Ntno York Oorretponilent). 

The first lecture under the auspices 
of the St. Joseph's Union of Brook 
lyn, since it.H foundation, took place at 
ilB meeting room in St. Charles Hall, 
hint Friday evening, and l.hone pre- 
sent were of such numbers aB could 
not hut have been gratifying to the 
member! Oi ninny other organizations. 

Tbere were present some thirty 
ladicH and gentlemen, sod it wimlcil 
but ii few minntei after eight that 

President Donnelly with s few well- 
choHen words introduced the lecturer 
Professor Fox Mid remarking that 
out of oonrteay to ihe lisatRrer of the 

evening, as to other lecturers in many 
former instances, be deemed it ne- 
cessary to call the attention of those 
present, to the need of withholding 

eon vermilion during the discourse, as 
it was a habit that proved very iI'ih 
agreeable to the gentlemen in ques- 
tion. 

Professor Fox, though yet a young 
mso, may be culled im old lecturer. 
having been mien St least half a dozen 
timet in uh ninny different discourses 
within (lie past few years, and as he 
makes a study of his mbjeots, his dis- 
courses are always interesting and 
instructive 

" Mysteries of Sleep" — his subject 
on tins occasion, was no exception to 
the rule lie contended that in sleep, 

both the mind sod body, though eon 
sidored by nearly all to beat rest, were 
still iictive, stating that although the 
Veracity of a few instances he would 
give to prove this, could not probably 
be relied upon, still there were many 
Instances that were known to be pos! 
tive facts. Nobody had ever been 
able to ili line as yet the exact state ol 
the mind Slid body, while one was in 
Bleep. Death wiih sleep, wo all shnd 
dereil at death, but no one was averse 
to sleep. Many held that the mind 
mid body were at rest while in sleep, 
but he endeavored to show that this 
could not be positively proved, as 
there was recorded in history, and in 
science, many instances in which per- 
sons were known to have done won- 
derful things while asleep. 

He farther went on to show the 
effect produced on persons, while in 

sleep, by the application to their 
bodies of different substances, which 
would prove that the mind and body 
were still nctivo in this state 

Among the instances given was that 
referring to s young college student 
at Washington. An enigma in arith 
metio had perplexed not only the 

brightest students, but also the p,o 

feasors, This particular student was 
considered one of the best malhciinii 
oisns in the college, and being of a 
very ambitions nature, ho would not 
give in till he bad mustered the prol> 
lem before him. He tried it over 
and over again, but failed to bring out 
the right answer. He gave a whole 
ovening to it, and at last concluded to 
leave it till next morning. On return 
ing, the problem was hi« uppermost 

thought. When the problem was still 
with him, and he awoke next morn 
ing, ho went to his desk determined to 
solve it. What was his surprise to 
see on his desk before him on a small 
piece of paper, the problem in ones 
Hon solved in a manner that perfect- 
ly astonished him, and on showing it to 
the Professors they stated it was a 
wonderful piece of work, and could 
hardly believe he had mastered it. As 
no one had access to his room, it was 
shown that with the subject on his 
mind, he must have worked at it while 
asleep, and proved, both mind and 
body were still active in that condition. 

Toe Professor's discourse occupied 
fully two hours, and was watched with 
the strictest attention. At its con 
elusion, President Donnelly suggested 
s vote of thanks be tendered him, 
which were given with a will. Follow 
illg this, a few humorous stories by 
Messrs. Thompson, O'Brien and 
TreSOb, ended the meeting, and all con- 
curred the lecture lnul been a mosl 
interesting and instructive one.
